Coshocton has the faculty of - turn- 
ng most things to account, and the 
Tigh water is no exception. Hundreds 
of people have visited the river banks, 
and have been repaid by the sight of 
a whirling, rushing flood such as tbe 
city not seen for several years. 
Thursday afternoon the Tuscaraw- 
as was rising at the rate of perhaps an 
inch an hour out it did not continue 
long and the rate decreased but not 
materially. At 5 o'clock a telephone 
message Irom Canal Dover sail the 
Tuscarawas at that point was rising 
half an Inch an hour and reports from 
above indicated It would-be stationary 
there before dajbreak. This meant 
tbat the rise in Cosbocton would'not 
^Theflve^cre&sed It* height a foot 
during the night, and only raised an 
inch in two hours this morning. That 
caused the belief that It would not be 
long until the-force of the flood would 
be gone and the waters would com- 
mThe crowds Cnear tbe Tuscarawas 
bridge were large during Thursday, 
and in the evening many persons saw 
the flood, by moonlight. In spite of 
the. current many persons wanted 
a ride

bosom, 
and boatmen gave them ample oppor- 
tunity: 
Among-tbe passengers were 
many ladles who^seemed to enjoy the 
experience. Today was but a repeti- 
tion of the scenes -of Thursday, the. 
novelty of tbe .flood-being still an at- 
traction. 
Coshocton has often seen 
frreater and more exciting floods bat 
it never wearies of high water- and al- 
ways pays it particular attention. 
All of the land knowb as first bot- 
tom is under water, and farmers have 
been occasioned much inconvenience.

Explosion Fired the Huge Plant and 


the Flames Soon Spread to a X«igh- 
boriiig Village, Developing a Dan- 
gerous Conflagration—Quantity of 


. Smokeless Powder Also Let Go. 


Franltfort-btt-the-Maln, April 26. — 


One of the most disastrous explosions 
on record occurred at the 'electro-' 
chemical works n^ar Qreishelm, wbei-e 
smokeless powder Is manufactured. 
Most of the boilers blew out.. The 
noise was so tremendous that it was 
heard at great distances, including 
Frankfort and Mayence. The factory 
immediately became a mass of flames, 
and the northeast wind carried the 
sparks to neighboring villages, where 
several thousand houses were also set 
on nr/s. Eighteen cylinders, each ccn 
tainirig about 100 weight of smokeless 
powder, were in the room where the 
explosion occurred. 


Troops were immediately ordered to 


Greisheim to prevent the fire spread- 
ing to the large benzine reservoirs 
near by. 'Fire, brigades from every 
place in the neighborhood hurried to 
the scene, but owing to the dangerous 
nature of the disaster and the fear'o. 
a renewal of the explosions, the great 
est dimculty was experienced in stop 
ping the progress of the flames. Only 
after five hours of strenuous effori 
was the conflagration to some extent 
controlled, and the danger passed, no 
as to make it possible to begin the 
work of extricating the bodies. It is 
feared that nearly 200 persons have 
been killed or injured. The exact 
number can not be determined until 
the list of survivors is compared with 
the employes. 


Trainer Killed by an Elephant. 
Peru, Irid.. April 26.—Henry Hutt 


man of Columbus. O., animal trainer 
with the Wallace circus, was killed 
by the elephant "Big Charley." The 
elephant, while bathing in the Missla- 
sinewa river, east of Peru, wound his 
trunk about Keeper Huffman anil 
hurled him far into the stream. The 
keeper came out uninjured, and spoke 
in a soothing strain to the great beast. 
The next instant he was grabbed, 
thrown again into the river and held 
down by the forefeet of "Big Charley." 
Then with a mighty trumpeting the 
elephant left the water, broke down 
fences and quartered himself in a big 
field, keeping everybody at bay. Ap- 
ples, poisoned with strychnine, were 
thrown near him. He ate one and an 
hour later, as he rolled over and over 
in his agony; a rifle ball finished him. 
"Big Charley" had before killed throe 
men. 
He was valued at $10,000 and 


weighed over 6.000 pounds.

Cincinnati, April 26. — The high 


water mark of the flood passed down 
i;hi» part of the Ohio valley earlier 
than expected, and became perma- 
nently stationary here at 59.4 teet. It 
|g expected to be of much shorter du- 
ration further down the river. Grr-at 
relief Is reported from Huntingdon, 
CatletUburg, Ashland. Ironton and 
smaller places in that district, and 
there are various demonstrations of 
rejoicing. The river will remain sta- 
tionary from Portsmouth to Cincinnati 
until this evening, when it will bu£**n 
falling. ~It was also reported station- 
ary at Ripley, Hlgginsport. Auguaia 
and Dover. Ky.. all of which poiats 
have suffered extremely the past few 
days. The people here and for miles 
up the river are now preparing to 
avid all possible evil effects of reced- 
ing, rather than rising waters. 
" With the water almost 10 feet 
'above the danger line there is endless 
inconvenience and loss on both sides 
of the river here, and there is s^me 
distress. All the railways experienced 
trouble in handling freight and some 
abandoned that part of their business. 
None of them have abandoned any 
passenger trains. 


A careful estimate placed the num- 


ber of men thrown out of employment 
in Cincinnati by the flood at 2,000, and 
about half as many in Covington and 
Newport, Ky. Most of them will not 
be able to resume until Monday. At 
Ironton it was reported that 1,500 men 
had been thrown out of employment, 
and similar conditions exist -at Cat- 
lettsburg, Portsmouth and Hunting- 
ton. An estimate has been made at 
Huntington that over 3.000 families 
are homeless "in the southern part of 
West Virginia and 8,000 men idle, and 
that the lo»» by, the flood in that part 
of the state will exceed 81,000,«00. 


At Maysvllle, Ky., 60 miles up the 


river, a stationary stage at 56.5 feet 
was reached, and it then began falling. 
At Aberdeen, O., across the river from 
Maysville, it will take several weeks' 
te repair the residences, especially on 
Front street, but the people are prepar- 
ing to reoccupy them. Above these 
cities scenes of desolation and ruin 
are reported everywhere as""the water 
recedes. 
At Portsmouth on the last day of 


the rise there were most desperate 
efforts to prevent disaster. The cltl 
tens turned out for work on the levees? 
and at the pumps, and the dikes were 
saved. Manufacturers and business 
men suffered 
damages, and others 


closed their places in order to assist 
in the work of protection. Many resi 
deuces were flooded. Lucasville, Sci 
otoville and Wheelersburg, in that 
locality, also suffered.

rounding towns, is still under water. 
The suspension bridge connecting 
Huntington and Guyahdotte was pro- 
nounced unsafe an account of the rise 
in the Guyan river and the log Jam.
